I Companies' Help Rejected 

In 1964, Mr. Colby testiHed, 
-tome American corporations in 
Cbila volunteered, to serve as 
•conduits for anti-Allende funds, 
but the proposal was rejected. 
’a similar proposal in 1970 led 
to a widely publicized Senate 
hearing las tyear.
